This is the first Office Action for serial number 10/650,147. Housing 
Structure, filed on August 27, 2003. Claims 1-12 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 4,635,81 1 to Lodi. Regarding claims 1-12, Lodi discloses a housing 
structure comprising: a rectangular body (7 generally) having a guiding slots (9); 
a supporting component having a first plate (5) and a second plate (8) disposed 
on the body and extendable between a first position providing a first supporting 
region and a second position providing a second supporting region substantially 
larger than the first supporting region (see Fig. 5 generally), each of the first plate 
and second plate has a guiding post (1 1) and a main portion (top surfaces of 5 
and 8) abutting the body (7).
